cause it would yield an income of about 
9 per cent on the investment.

I have not 
had a chance to make any calculations 
on it myself, but probably what has 
been, stated in the daily press 5s cor- 
rect—that it will increase in brightness 
and become easily visible.'

LYNCH LAW. 


it May Have Taken Its Name Prom a 


<- Mayor of Gnlwny. 


About the year 1500 one James Fitz- 


stephens Lynch -was mayor of the town 
'of Galway, in Ireland. He had sent his 
son on a trading expedition to Spain 
with a good cargo and a large sum of 
money. Tbe young.man returned with 
a ship load of valuable commodities, 
which he reportetf Sfe 
1 having been pur- 


chased with -the money and with the 
proceeds of the outgoing cargo. After 
Bome time a Spaniard came along, de- 
flianding payment from tbe mayor for 
the goods he alleged bad been bought 
on credit byliis'son. The mayor de- 
clined payment, as his son averred he 
had paid in cash for the goods. Unfor- 
tunately for the latter, a sailor who 
nad be'etf one' cretin?'crew on examina- 
tion by Mayor Lynch declared that his 
unworthy son bad speflf-in reckless 
debauchery not only the money intrust- 
ed to him, but the proceeds of the 
cargo'as well; tbat he had then bought 
goods from a large firm on credit, and 
that when one of the partners of tbe 
firm came down to the ship before sail- 
ing to receive the money young Lynch 
murdered the man and had bim thrown 
overboard to conceal the facts from 
his father. 


The young man was Immediately ar- 


rested and brought before his father, 
who; notwithstanding the tearful en- 
treaties of his wife and daughters, sen- 
tenced him to death. He took him up- 
stairs in his warehouse, adjusted a 
rope around his neck, having first se- 
cured It Inside, and .then pushed the 
young man out of tbe window, where 
his dying straggles were witnessed by 
the Inhabitants of the town of Galway. 
In the town records this" entry is yet 
to be seen: 


"James Lynch, mayor of Galway, 


hanged his own son out of the window 
for defrauding and killing strangers, 
without martial or common law, to 
show a good example tq posterity." 


It may be from that Incident that 


lynch law took its name. It is not a pe- 
culiar American institution, as is com- 
monly supposed, but has been practiced 
In other countries. The English had a 
walled town in De^ onsblre of the name 
of Lydford, which became noted for 
the summary punishments inflicted on 
notorious offenders. They became pro- 
verbial In England as Lydford law, 
and it Is not impossible tbat lynch may 
be a corruption of Lydford. In Scotland 
It was known as ".tedburgh justice." 


James Lynch, a justice of the peace 


In one of the Piedmont-counties in Vir- 
ginia, whose methods were both sum- 
mary and severe, is also credited with 
having given his nnine to this offhand 
and expeditious mode of dealing with 
criminals now generally known as 
lynch law.—Pittsburg Gazette.

A shell 
passed Just over ih< general, not miss- 
ing him apparent!., by more than a few 
Inches, and stnu V the ground about 
thirty feet away. Without showing 
the slightest nenousness be called to 
me to get the *hell. saying, "Let's 
see what kind of ammunition that bat- 
tery is using." I went and picked up 
the shell, which ^.ss a six pound spher- 
ical case, and the general examined it 
a« coolly as If ther- was not nn enemy's 
gun within 100 niik-s of him.—National 
Magaaicc-

New Line's Advantages Told by Government Of- 


ficials-A Great Gain to Civilization-Mes- 


sages May be Sent Cheaper. 


DECADENCE OF THE RACE. 


A leading English medical authority 


in an address to an association of ad- 
vanced students takes the ground that 
there is a great increase of the chron- 
ic insane. 
Melancholia is increasing. 


leading to chronic insanity. This is 
held to be particularly the case in the 
upper and middle classes from 18 to 
20 years of age. It is attributed by 
the learned specialist to the strain ol 
education and the world of life upon 
brains unequal to the stress under 
which Londoners have lived. The fear 
Is expressed that late hours, unnatura 
excitement and the greater pressure of 
life have all had their effects in the 
increase of insanity, and the fear is 
expfcqssed that the English race gener 
aHy Is less robust mentally as Vel 
HS-jJhysically than formerly. The Duke 
of Wellington, taking up the same sub 
ject, "brings forward an array of stat 
istics to prove that the class from 
which Tommy Atkins is in the main 
recruited are not what they were in 
the times of the Iron Duke. The weaS 
lings are increasing in the addition 
to the English army. We hear a grea 
deal of this discouraging comment as 
to the decadence of the race, not onl 
in England, but in France and Ger 
many as well as the United States; bu 
there are no facts produced to, ban: 
a certainty on. In these times o 
magazine rifles and 
wonderfully im 


proved firearms—the killing at a long 
distance and without personal conflic 
•—the soldiers of all armies are no 
trained for the service as they were a 
hundred years ago, but in the sciend 
of killing and maiming, which is th< 
chief object of war, it is accomplish 
ed more quickly and more thoroughly 
There need be no apprehension on thi 
score. 
Science may be prolonging 


the average duration of human life 
bnt the methods of destruction ar 
not impaired, they are largely increas 
ed.

Assistant Secretary of State Loomis, 


who has supervision of the consular 
service, is most enthusiastic over the 
advantages that w ill follow the open- 
ing of the new Pacific cable, says the 
Philadelphia Press. In discussing the 
improvement he said: 


"Every railway line and cable line 


that is built through the undeveloped 
wrtious ol the woriu is a gam to civi- 
ization because with it commerce and 
rade follow. This is illustrated in the 
villages and towns in the west 


"This cable will be of great advan- 


tage to every department of the gov- 
ernment, but of particularly groat serv- 
ice to the navy, enabling the depart- 
ment to convey orders to the officers 
of the ships at points which hitherto 
:hey have not been able to reach. It 
will be of tremendous advantage in 
:Ime of war. Then a cable line con- 
necting the United States with the 
orient will be of great convenience in 
:he consular service. In case we wish- 
ed to direct our consular agents to pro- 
ceed to China or Japan we could reach 
:hem before arrival at their destina- 
tion and change their orders if neces- 
sary." 


The operations of a squadron of 


American war vessels in Asiatic wa- 
:ers will be a much more simple mat- 
ter with an American cable at the dis- 
Josol of the navy department. Rear 
Admiral Henry C. Taylor, chief of the 
bureau of navigation, appreciates the 
value of this new line of communica- 


on. "One great advantage," he said, 


that the line will be under the con- 


trol of the United States, and in time 
of war, or when war is threatened, our 
government at home will be able to 
receive at all times prompt and correct 
accounts of the situation in the Philip- 
pines and in the Asiatic regions. 


"Its value is apparent to any one 


who will look at the geography of the 
region. Cables were in vogue before 
for telegraphing, and messages in or- 
dinary times went along tolerably well 
without any considerable delay by most 
of the transatlantic cables, tLc Euro- 
pean arid Asiatic cables out to the Phil- 
ippines, but that, of course, gave con- 
siderable trouble by delays and by 
passing through so many hands. I( 
have received cablegrams myself In 
Korea, for instance, from this country 
which had become entirely unintelli- 
gible in the course of transmission."

cable line from San Francisco to Ma- 
nila will mark a new era in the trans- 
mission of messages to the orient! The 
advantage of such a cable is inestima- 
ble when one considers not only the re- 
duction in rate, but that under the 
present system cablegrams have to be 
relayed eighteen times between Wash- 
ington and Manila. Hereafter there 
will be but six relay Under the pres- 
ent system government cables have to 
go through the hands of operators of 
almost every nationality; but with the 
"inauguration of the new service we 
will have all English speaking oper- 
ators, thus securing greater accuracy. 
The new cable service will be a great 
saving to the government. The gov- 
ernment will now pay 30 cents- from 
San Francisco to^ -Manila, plas the do- 
mestic rate, which is a total reduction 
of about one-half."

A WHALE 


In the space of ten months and at 


distances hundreds of miles apart we 
of the English ship Castle caught sight 
of the famous whale known for some 
years as ''Fighting Tom" six different 
times. We lowered for him on the first 
two occasions and put harpoons into 
him, and in return he smashed three 
boats and killed five men. After that 
we ran away from him.

>rentice, was badly frightened as soon 
is it was known that our old enemy 
lad hunted us down, as It were. We 
md left him almost four months before 
at a point 2,000 miles away, and yet he 
lad overhauled us, as if he had been a 
steamer sent in search and posted as 
:o our cruising around. His breaching 
so near was taken as evidence of his 
ivil intentions, and some argued that 
he meant to strike the ship. 


It was 5:05, I believe, when the 


whale disappeared, but for an hour 
after that we continued to speak in 
whispers -and tiptoe about. I am sat- 
isfied that not one captain in a hundred 
would have done what ours did that 
evening. No living man could charge 
him with cowardice or superstition, but 
when supper was over he called his 
mates and boat steerers into the cabin 
and said: 


"While I hope we have seen the lasl 


of the whale, I think it my duty to 
prepare for trouble. 
You will there- 


fore see the boats overhauled and pro- 
visioned and ready for hoisting out. 


Before 10 o'clock every boat was 


ready. The wind had freshened a bit 
as the sun went down, and the night 
was clear and starlight. The watch 
was changed at 10, and everything ran 
smoothly till an hour after midnight 
Then the odor of a whale suddenly 
saluted the nostrils of the men, and 
they looked to windward to catch sigh 
of a great black hulk on the water. It 
was Fighting Tom again. 


A whale cannot remain under wate: 


above fifty minutes at the extreme 
limit, and where this monster had pu1 
in the eight hours we could not guess 
If he had run to windward when he 
settled .away at 5 o'clock he had trav 
eled such a distance before coining up 
again that we had failed to detect hi: 
spout. We had sailed at least forty 
miles since losing sight of him, and 
yet he had somehow picked us up 
again. Word was passed around, anc 
all'hands turned up, and from 1 to 3 
we were in a state of suspense. 


At about 3 the whale began lashing 


the water with his flukes. We had 
done nothing to arouse him, but hi 
probably thought it was time to begin 
business. As soon as he began his "fluk 
ing'' we prepared ourselves for a ca 
laniity, and It was not long delayed 
When he had churned an acre or s 
of the surface to foam he slewec 
around and headed for us, but miscal 
culated our speed and passed astern 
though clearing the rudder by not mor 
than five feet. 


As he rushed away to leeward 


swinging his head and thrashing th 
water, we luffed sharp up until w 
were heading due east. Meanwhile 
was watching the whale through th 
night glass. I think he rajn a full mil 
before turning. 
Whether he locate 


us.by sight or sound no man can say 
but as he Slewed around I saw that h 
would come bead on for our stern. 


As he started on his mad rush th 


ship's head was brought due nort 
again in hopes to avoid him, but h 
changed his course as well and cam 
down on our port quarters. I believ 
every man in the ship had his eyes o 
the furious leviathan as he came bear- 
ing down upon us, His head was car- 
ried so high it seemed as if a big rock 
was pushing along the surface, and he 
left behind him a great wake of foam 
and a sea which would have swamped 
a yawl.- 


"Hang on! For your lives, hang on!" 


shouted the captain as he saw what 
was coming, and fifteen seconds later 
there was a shock as heavy as if we 
had struck a rock while running be- 
fore a hurricane. 


Every soul aboard knew the ship 


was doomed. She was heeled to star- 
board until almost on her beam ends, 
and the instant she settled back there 
was a rush for the boats. No one gave 
the whale further attention, but every 
effort was put forth to get the boats 
into the water as the ship was luffed 
into the wind. Her decks were awash 
as the last one got away, and that was 
four minutes after she was struck. 


When we came to look around for 


Fighting Tom he had disappeared from 
sight, and no whaler ever reported see- 
ing him after that. It has always been 
believed that he received injuries that 
caused bis death.

Tree Planting on Pike's Peak. 
A very interesting experiment and 


one ot great importance to the people 
of the west will be conducted this sum- 
mer on Pike's peak, says the Pueblo 
Chieftain. A party from the United 
States forestry bureau under charge of 
o$e of the government experts will 
plant a large number of trees on the 
slopes of Pike's peak and the neighbor- 
lag mountains. The trees thus planted 
will not only be of great benefit to the 
Pike's peak region, but the experiments 
will be most valuable in solving gener- 
al problems relating to forestry In the 
west.

OF AMERICA IN CONCLAVE AT 


ROME 


Cardinal Gibons a Strong Factor Says 


An Authority—Stands Well in 


The Sacred College. 


Page B«9MI 


The New York Herald's correspond- 


ent at Rome recently bad an interview 
•with a prominent church dignitary 
apropos of the coming conclave and 
the interests of American Catholics. 
lie siuu: 


"The fact that Cardinal Gibbons will 


participate in the next conclave is Tsery 
important, as it is the first time that an 
American cardinal will take part in the 
election of a pope. 


"Cardinal McCloskey on the last oc- 


casion arrived too late to take part in 
the conclave. He heard of the election 
of Leo XIII. on his arrival at Queens- 
town. 


"If it had not been that a number of 


cardinals favorable to him have died 
lately Cardinal Gibbous would have 
had a very good chance of being elect- 
ed pope. The late Cardinal Siciliano de 
Reude, who was formerly papal nuncio 
at Paris, would have done all he could 
to have had him elected. 


"Cardinal 
Gibbons, however, will 


have a great influence in the next con- 
clave. His eminence has very gyeat au- 
thority with all the members of the 
sacred college and will- impress upon 
that assembly the power which ho pos- 
sesses as the representative of the 
United States. 


^He will prove to them that the Unit- 


ed^ States has a right to be no longer 
considered as a simple colony with a 
single cardinal It has a right to have 
proportionately as many cardinals as 
Spain. 
If this right were admitted 


there would be twelve American cardi- 
nals. 


"The conclave, hi view of the au- 


thority which Cardinal Gibbons will 
exercise, will probably pave the way 
for a more Just representation of the 
United States in the sacred college, 
which will bear Its fruits In the next 
conclave. But even now Catholics of 
the republican United States will not 
permit that a monarchical nation 
should Intervene in the coming con- 
clave with its veto and thus affirm its 
historical right to have at the Vatican 
an ally of European monarchies. 


"For the moment, while awaiting the 


forthcoming transformation of the sa- 
cred college in their favor, the Cath- 
olics of the United States demand a 
new pope with modern ideas, ideas 
which will lead him to approve the ac- 
tion of American Catholicism, a pope 
who will maintain most friendly rela- 
tions with the president of the United 
States, as Leo XIII. showed his great 
admiration and sympathy for the per- 
sonal qualities of Mr. Roosevelt 


"Leo XIII. did much for the Catho- 


lics of the United States. He created 
a Catholic university in Washington 
and instituted an apostolic delegation 
by which he put an end to conflicts be- 
tween Catholics of the United States. 
But one of his most important acts was 
making Mgr. Gibbons a cardinal. 


"Cardinal Gibbons enjoys the respect 


of every one in the United States. Mr. 
Roosevelt gave the measure of his emi- 
nence's great personal authority by 
giving him first place after himself at 
the ceremony of laying the foundation 
stone of the St. Louis exhibition, and 


this in spfie of the presence of leading 
personages of the United States. 


"If Leo XIII. did so much for the 


Catholics of the United States we can 
see how great are the duties of his suc- 
cessor vis-a-vis the American republic. 
Catholics cannot accept a pope with re- 
actionary and antiliberal ideas." 


The prelate concluded by saying: 
"As I have said, American ideas will 


play a leading part from the very be- 
ginning of the coming conclave. You 
may be sure that these ideas will have 
a most powerful influence on the fu- 
ture destinies of the Church of Rome."
